conception of Inflation Is printing pa- 
per-money by the carload. This, 
however, is an effect rather than a 
cause of inflation. 
U is one of the 


reasons why countries unwittingly 
drift into inflation. Today, right in 
our own nation, there is a major in- 
flationary cause at work. 
This is 


the labor situation. 


Many of tne New Deal's reforms 


hare long been needed by this coun- 
try. 
There Is grave danger, howev- 


er, tbat some of the forces which 
have been set In motion have been 
easier to start than they will be to 
stop. 
For example, note the howl 


that goes up every time an attempt 
s made to cut "relief" hand-outs. 
Th* present labor row Is another Il- 
lustration. 
I think that the admln- 


stratlon Is guilty of making the 
worker believe that-he gets further 
by tgbting with tbe management 
rather than by cooperating with it. 
This is a reason why we are now 
witnessing one of tbe most unusual 
waves of labor troubles we hc.ve ev- 
er seen. TeMn spite of the fact tbat 
I am a large employer of labor my- 
self. I am not siding with the man- 
agements. 
Labor has Just aa much 


right aa anyone else to get all tbe 
advantages It can. 


Don't Be tricked 


The unfortunate angle ot this na- 


tional labor struggle, however, U the 
stress being put upon tbe fallacy tbat 
more pay and shorter boors will. In 
themselves, bring na a higher stand- 
ard ot living. Uvtag standards for 
the nation as a whole are determined 
by the number of goods to divide 
among all—not by the hourly wage 
rates of a few Individuals. One dol- 
lar an hour will buy no more bread 
»t 10 cent* per loaf than 70 cents 
an hour will buy at seven cents per 
loaf, granted tbat hours remain the 
same. If. on th* other hand, work- 
Ing hours are cut pay ia raised, and 
production suffers, wage 
workers 


will get lest food, clothing, aad shel- 
ter. 
It Is too bad. but blame It 


upon the multiplication table. Don't 
blast* It nnoa your employer! 


As a rule wages cannot be raised 


tharply without at the same time

All the wage increases in tbe world 
could never have brought -down the 
price ot automobiles so you could 
own one. If employers had been 
satisfied to alt back and teap th« 
profits, or had paid them ' out to 
workers, you would probably not 
have an automobile today! Instead, 
they bttilt an industry that has lifted 
employment from 10,000 men to 1,- 
000,000 men and has given yon an 
automobile to boot. The lower the 
price your company can sett Ita prod- 
ucts and still pay yon a fair wage, 
the more business your company can 
do and the safer is your Job. 
Re- 


member that it is more goods you 
need, not more dollars! 


These simple facts are doubly Im- 


portant in small towns where wage 
schedule* do not fluctuate aa widely

Later read what you have written

Local Concern Has 
Modern Plant for 
Manufacture of Ice 


A tour of Inspection through th* 


plant of the Blnoewster Lak* lee 
Company, piloted by Edgar T. Shul- 
Us, president of 
the organisation, 


brought out many interesting facts 
concerning one of Kingston's bust- 
ness firms. 


In the beginning, Mr. Shultls 


pointed out that today people have 
the Idea that the 
tee business Is 


about finished and that It wlU not 
be too long a time before it wUl not 
exist. 
This is a misconception be- 


cause the local concern has b**n In 
existence for 37 years and each year 
the business has increased with th* 
exception of a period of two yean 
ago when the depression hit Kings- 
ton. 


Th* Blnnewater Company was 


started In 1*00 with the selling of 
Ice from the John Goodsell Ice house 
that was located on what Is now the 
bathing beach at Kingston 
Point.. 


In 1904, a partnership was formed 
between Crane and Shultls and .the 
business was moved to the Albert 
Terry ice house on Devil's Lake. 
Here It stayed until 1910, when the 
partners decided that 
the 
lee of 


Devil's Lake was not a very good 
product and it would be a fin* idea 
to h&rvest at some other place. 


This second move brought into ex- 


istence the Blnnewater Lak* Ice 
Company because the Fifth Blnne- 
water lake was chosen "as the new 
harvest field. The storage plant of 
tb* company was then built In Its 
present location, although 
It 
has 


since been enlarged to'take car* of 
the Increasing business. 


Natural Ice was marketed until 


the year 1932 when a scarcity of the 
product led the company to manu- 
facture Ice and ended the sale of 
the natural ice. Since 
that year 


none of the natural 
product 
has 


been handled because the method of 
manufacturing ice Is so near perfect 
tbat th* finished product Is ss good. 
If not better than the lake Ice. 


rrote** of Mscufactnrw 


The manufactured ice Is frozen 


from regular city water which Is first 
filtered to take out any Impurities 
than may still be present. 


It requires 250 horse-power to run 


the 
equipment necessary 
In the 


manufacture of the ice. There are 
two compressors that are capable of 
turning out 50 to 55 tons of ice each 
day, and the pumps and ammonia 
tanks go to make up a system that 
can pump 450 gallons of water up to 
the roof where It spray* into the air 
in a process designed to further pur- 
ify the water and then to cool the 
ammonia. 


The plant was installed by the 


E r i c k Equipment Company, of 
Waynesboro, Pa., and is considered 
one of the most complete of its kind 
In this section of the country. 


The place where • the le* Is made 


Is one large tank that accommodates 
cans which will allow the production 
of 550 cakes of 320 pounds each in 
one batch. The brine in the tank con- 
tains 25 tons of salt and was origin- 
ally made in 1933. Each year an 
average of 10 tons of salt has been 
added to the solution, but five years 
of usage still leave* the brine excep- 
tionally free from'impurities. 


U takes a period of 40 hours to 


completely freeze the water into Ice. 
and by alternating the cans. ' the 
capacity of the plant ls SO to £5 tons 
of finished product every 24 hours. 


A preparation is applied to the 


individual cans which shape the cakes 
of Ice. to keep the cans from rusting 
and thus keep the brine, which Is 
kept at m temperature of 11 to 14 
degrees, clean and pure. 


Storage Ftedlttle* 


After the Ice Is manufactured. It 


Is stored In a modern storage plant 
that will hold 3.000 tons when full. 
A Jaunt into these storage bias was 
a wee bit cold but still interesting. 
The temperature in these rooms 
range from 14 degree* to 2* degree, 
and Is kept fairly even by refriger- 
ated pipes circling th* walls. This 
temperature keeps the Ice from melt- 
Ing and also from sticking together. 
The walls of the storage room are 
lined with celotex and fully Insulated 
on all sides. 


At the present tint* a svjppr/ Is 
Mag manufactured for Msnstr » 
because during th* mouths between 
July and September, more In Is con- 


sumed than can b« produced. The 
new section of the storage Is aow 
about half full, or contains approx- 
imately fOO tons rt Ice, packed In 
tiers.
